Prince Krapotkine Declares the Revolu- 
tionists Are Ready. 


SUSPECTED DYNAMITERS TO BE EX- 
PELLED FROM FRAERCE.

Collision Between Police and s Mob at 
St. Denis— Germany's Quarantine 
Causes Sufferiug Among Hebrew Emi- 
grantse—The German OCOrisis—Minister 
Reid Sailse—General Foreign News. 


PARIS, March 2%.—Prince Krapotkine, the 
well Known Russian Anarchist, in an inter- 
view to-day declared that the social revolu- 
tion is on the pointof breaking out. The 
‘‘oppressed,’’ he declared, would extensively 
employ dynamite in the cause of freedom. 
The police have arrested another notorious 
Anarchist, a friend of Ravachol, the man who 
is suspected of being the author of the Boule- 
vard 8t. Germain dynamite outrage. He 
made a desperate resistance, but was finally 
overcome by superior force. Twenty-two An- 
archists are now in custody for complicity in 
the outrages that have recently occurred in 
this city. . 

A number of Anarchists at St. Denis, a town 
fiveand one-half miles northof Paris, who 
were returning from the funeralof a com- 
rade formed in processionand marched along 
waving red flags and behaving generally in a 
most disorderly manner. The police ordered 
them to disperse, but they refused todo s0, 
and it wasonly after a scrimmage that the 
gendarmes succeeded in breaking up their 
ranks and scattering them. 

lhe Soleil to-day says that the Government 
has decided to expel all Anarchists from 
France. Some of the Embassadors in Paris, 
it adds, have furnished M. Ribot, the Foreign 
Minister, witha list of their countrymen in 
Paris who are suspected of being anarchists, 


THE DOMINION. 


KEWFOUNDLAND TROUBLES EMBARRASS CANA- 
DIAN TRADE. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, March 2%.—The New- 
foundiand troubles are severely hampering 
Canadian trade, and as navigation ap- 
proaches their bad effect is felt. The flour 
men will suffer most, for not a dollar’s worth 
of four has yet been ordered by Newfound- 
land. in the present condition of the market 
large orders would have been placed for 
Canadian flour were it not for the duties im- 
posed by Newfoundland. The duty at pres- 
ent is 75 cents a barrel against Canada in 
favor ofthe United States, and this is pro- 
hibditory. Canada this year can sell New- 
foundiand flour cheaper than the United 
States were the duties even. Aleading ex- 
porter said to-day: ‘‘I don’t expect tosella 
doliar’s worth of flour to Newfoundland this 
season, yet I have exported. in a season as 
many as 27,000 barrels of flour to Newfound- 
land. The same quantity of American flour 
will go through Canada to Newfoundland in 
bond and all the profit will be obtained by the 
United States.’’ 


REDMOND’S BOMB. 


THE PARNELLITE LEADER EXPECTS TO CREATE 
A SENSATION. 

Loxpox, March 2.—A sensational discus- 
sion is expected in the House of Commons on 
Monday next, when John Redmond, the Par- 
nellite leader, willask Home Secretary Mat- 
thews whether he has noticed an article in 
the Manchester Mail, of the 4th inst., stat- 
ing that a certain provisional ex-Inspector of 
Police had absconded, and whether the Home 
Secretary was aware that this same abscond- 
ing ex-inspector was chiefly instrumental, as 
a witness. in bringing about the conviction of 
Daly and Fagan, now confined in Portiand 
prison, under conviction of being implicated 
in dynamite outrages.

STARVING HEBREW 5. 


GERM ANY’S RIGOROUS QUARANTINE BARS THEM 
OUT. 

Beriixn, March 2%.—The order of the Prus- 
sian Government prohibiting Russian Jews 
from crossing the frontier owing to the 
prevalence of typhus fever among them, has 
choked the border towns with ill and starving 
Hebrews, who have been stopped on their 
way to German ports. Between Kowne and 
the frontier thousands have been Obliged to 
sleep in barms and stalls for want of better 
shelter. In the villages many of the emi- 
grants have been stricken down already with 
fever, and there are fears that the contagion 
will spread through all the border towns. 
Medical assistance is at best poor in 
these villages, and many of the physi- 
clans refuse to attend the refugees. 
Near Suwalki two children are reported to 
have been frozen todeath yesterday while 
sleeping with their parents ina shed. Dis- 
patches from Thorn call for aid from relief 
committees that itmay be senttothe suf-

A BATTLE FOR LIFE.

THE SCENE OF THE STRUGGLE A VERI- 
TABLE SLAUGHTER PER. 


A Wife’s Heroism Saves Her Husband— 
Duel With Winchesters—Lynchers on 
Trail—Damages Recovered for the Mur- 
der of a Husband—A Double Killing in 
Milwaukee—Crimes. 


Panis, Tex., March 26.—News reaches here 
of a terrible battie that took place four miles 
north of the Sac and Fox Agency, Wednesday 
morning, between two settlers named George 
Barton and James Zule, which resulted in the 
immediate death of the latter and seriously 
wounding the former. The men lived on ad- 
joining claims. Tuesday afternoon they fell 
out and fought overa debt. Zule got much 
the worst of it and swore vengeance. He 
went home and got his Winchester and laid all 
night within gunshot of Barton’s house, When 
Barton stepped out of his door Wednesday 
morning Zule shot and badly wounded him. 
Mrs. Barton pulled her husband back into the 
house, and while trying to shut and fasten 
the door, Zule forced his way in with his gun 
clubbed and swore that he would kill them 
both. Then followed a desperate and excit- 
ing struggle between Barton and his wife on 
one side and Zule onthe other. Finally Bar- 
ton and his wife won, for Barton managed to 
secure the gun, and placing it against Zule’s 
head, blew his brainsout. The room where 
the tragedy took place is said to have looked 
like a slaughter pen, as it was stained with 
blood from floor to roof.

BRITISH WARSHIPS ORDERED TO THE 
NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


The Fisheries Dispute the Chief Topic of 
London Olubs—Officitals Reticent—The 
Views Expressed by Admiral Selwin 
—No Reply to Wharton's Last Note 
Received at Washington—A Cabinet 
Member’s Opinion. 

Lorpor, March 26.—It is reported that Lord 
Salisbury is more resolute than ever not to 
renew the modus vivendi, and that the med- 
itated Liberal attack upon the Government 
policy in Behring Sea has only strengthened 
the purpose of the Ministry in this respect. 
The Government feels that it will be sus- 
tained by the country in refusing to accedeto 
the American demand, and It is gerally admit- 
ted that the latest note of President Harri- 
son threatening the useof the military and 
naval forces of the United States to enforce 
the American claim to exclusive rights in the 
Behring Sea has aroused a stronger anti- 
American feeling among the masses, which is 
reflected in the press of all shades of political 
opinion. The Government, it is stated on 
good authority, believes that the news- | 
papers refiect the popular sentiment, and that 
the Ministry will be supported in resisting 
the claim thatthe Behring Sea cannot be en- 
tered for seal hunting purposes. As to naval 
preparations there is no doubt that instruc- 
tions have been cabled to Admiral Hotham 
to go North earlier than usual. These in- 
structions do notinvolve any hostile intent 
against the United States, but the fact is that 
at the usual time of entrance of Ca- 
nadian sealers in the Behring 
Sea nearly the whole strength of 
the British PacifiC squadron will be 
within easy reath of the scene of dispute and 
ready tocarry out such orders as may then 
be deemed necessary, while it is also inti- 
mated that before June a part of the British 
China squadron will be on the way tothe 
Pacific. The authorities are officially reti- 
cent, but there is plenty of talk going on in 
the clubs and elsewhere by officers in a semi- 
official way that does not promise any back- 
down on the part of the Ministry.

ECHOES FROM THE GREAT FREE COIR- 
AGE STRUGGLE. 


English Capitalists Afraid of a Depreci- 
ated Currency—The Bill to Be Brought 
Up Again Next Week—A Tariff Object 
Lesson—General Political News and 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—President 

James J. Hill and .Vice-President Clough of 


the Great Northern were in Washington yes- 


terday. Whatever business may have 
brought them here was not disclosed, but 
they were not adverse to talking upon the 
free coinage bill. 

‘*Confidence is the basis ofcredit,’’ said 
Mr. Hill, and he then explained that as long 
as the people had confidence in the general 
affairs of the country money could always be 
obtained. He said that he had traced $30,000,- 
000 of gold recently sent to forejgn countries, 
and it was done upon the return of American 
securities, most of which, he maintained, 
were held abroad by people who were not ac- 
tively engaged in business, who had money 
toloan. When they wish to raise money on 
these securities they take them to the foreign 
banks and offer them as collateral security. 
But during the discussion of free coinage and 
the probability of the bill passing the House, 


‘the bankers would not take American securi- 


ties, and the holder would naturally want to 
know what was the matter, and it would be 
explained to him that the silver bill might 
make some difference with them; that it was 
possible, with the great production of silver 
in this country, of which there is an exagger- 
atedidea abroad, silver might only be worth 
50 cents on the dollar, and as there was a de- 
termination on the part of a great many peo- 
ple in the United States to go toa free silver 
basis, the foreign bankers did not care to take 
American securities as collateral, and the 
consequence was that they were sent here to 
be exchanged for gold, 

Mr. Hill said that all of his contracts were 
payable in gold, and it would not affect him 
pecuniarily if gold should command a pre- 
mium on account of the free coinage of silver. 
It might even add to his fortune, but he be- 
lieved that the interests of the whole country 
would suffer. Allthe bonds ofthe company- 
of which he was president were made pay- 
able in gold, and incase gold was at a pre- 
mium and they were compelled to pay im- 
terest on the bonds in gold the company 
would have to make up the shortage, what- 


‘ever it might be, by an increase of the tariff, 


which would be put onall.¢classes of traffic 
and transportation, and as a result in this 
particular instance alone, the injury would 
come most heavily upon the farmer. 

Mr. Hill had a conversation with Repre- 
sentative Mills (Democrat of Texas) upon the 
subject of the tariff. He stated that the Great 
Northern Co. was now buying Krupp rats 
abroad and paying $7aton more than would 
have to be paid for American ralis, but he 
claimed that these steel rails were superior to 
the American and cited the fact that out of 
the thousands that had already been put down 
one only had broken. It was a question of 
safety of lite and property, as 200 of the Amer- 
ican rails had broken on his road. 

He also, in answer to a question az. Mr. 
Mills as to the wearing capacity of the Krupp 
rails, stated that he did not know, as they 
had not worn out yet. 

The correspondent ofa New York paper 
to-day sent out the following: 

‘*Speaker Crisp’s probable action in 
forcing the silver question on the House 
again is causing some wonder.

The School Board Probably Contemplates 
Such a Move.

}boards fought over books, free and other- 
wise, without ever getting the matter settled 
to the satisfaction ofall, For an equal length 
oftime Have the book agents been hovering 
around watching for a chance to work in some 
of their stock and undermine some other com- 
pany. These book agents are not the house- 
to-house peddlers of books, treated in the 
cartoons, but high-salaried men employed to 
sell books by the box and by the car-load. 
These have been about lately, if. all signs do 
not fail,and it looks as if the School Board 
was on the eve or another Oight on books, 

The first evidence of the impending con- 
flict developed some time back when the gen- 
eral revision ofthe School Board rules was 
suggested. There were a lot of rules 
which because of old age and other 

reasons were no longer serviceable, 

50 a committee was appointed 
to consist of the Scheol Board Committee on 
Rules and the Ohairman of each other com- 
mittee. These chairmen were to get from 
their committees such amendmeuxts of the 
rules of that particular committee as might 
be considered desirable and submit these 
amendments to the Rules Committee and the 
board, This to a certain. extent has been 
done and the work is still g@ing on. 

The Course of Study Committee has 
handed in its amendments, and itis there 
that the book business crops out. This com- 
mittee has two rules concerning books which 
are as follows: 

THE RULES. 

Rule 68. Changes in text books shall only be made 
during the months of March, April or Stay, at a 
regular or special meeting, in pursuance of @ reso- 
lution introduced at the preceding regular meeting 
ofthe board, and shall only take effect with the 
commencement of the ensuing scholastic year. pro- 
vided that a change of text books for the Normal and 
High School may be made at any meeting of the 


d 
board, when recommended by the Committee on 
Course of Study, and 1 such a chance may take 


effect at any time. 

Rale69. Changes in text-books shall only be 
made on consultation with the Superintendent, and 
for the distriet schools only on the basis of an even 
exehange for all books in the hands of the pupils and 
those on hand in the Supply Department. The pub- 
lishing house getting the contract to furnish the new 
books is to exchange aJl books on’‘hand without any 
expense whatever to the board orte the patrons of 
the public schools, ' 

It is suggested to change rule 68 by saying 
changes can be made at any time except dur. 
iig June, July and August. This would 
make but a slight difference, but the change 
in rule 69 means a great deal more and pro- 
vides that when a change is made only the 
books in the supply department shall be ex- 
changed, book for book, and onJy the board 
be kept from loss. In other words the plan Is 
not to give scholars new text books for the 
old ones when a change is made, but to make 
them buy new ones each time the board 
sees fit to alter the course of study. 

‘This would be a very considerable item. 
All the pupils up to the fourth grade get their 
books free from the board, and all above 
that grade buy them from the board at cost 
price, so that there are thousands and thou- 
sands of school books in the hands of the 
school children which would haveto be re- 
placed by new ones at their expense ifa 
charge was made.

The books it is true do not costthem much 
now. The prices from the board are: Mc-

Primer, 1 cents; McGuffey’s Revised First

Reader, 25 cents; McGuitey’s Revised Third 
Reader, 35 cents; McGuffey’s Revised Fourth 
Reader, 40cents; McGuffey’s Revised Fifth 
Reader, 60 cents; McGuffey’s Revised Sixth 
Reader, 70 cents; Webster’s Handy 
Dictionary, 10 cents; Robinson’s Arithmetic, 
First Book, 20cents; Robinson’s Arithmetic, 
Part I., 40 cents; Rob 
II., 40 cents; 


‘ No. 4, 40cents; 
Kclectic Primary Geography, 45 cents! Eclec- 
tic Complete Geography, $1; Warren’s 
Pysical Geography, $1.10; Harvey’s Grammar, 
30 Cents; Harvey’s Revised English Grammar, 
50 cents; Barnes’ History of the United States, 
80 cents; Health Primer, 80 cents. 

As it is now the scholars supply themselves 
with books as they need them, butinthe 
event the board decided to use some other 
reader than McGuffey’s Fifth and made the 
change, then allthe pupils having McGuf- 
fey’s Fifth Reader could exchange them for 
the new book, substituted at no cost to them- 
selves or the board. The whole cost would be 
borne by the publishers. 

Under the new rule new books can be intro- 
duced, andeachand every child about the 
fourth grade would have to buy a new book 
outright and throw away the old one. 

It is argued by some of the advocates of the 
new rule, that if the book companies did not 
have to make this big exchange, they would 
sell their books ata much lower price, and 
that by the new rule competition would be 
greater. 

In the board both sides hasits advocates— 
those who want cheaper books and more fre- 
quent changes with the pupils bearing the 
loss, and those who want no changes, with 
the pupils ‘so much better off. 

The rules willbe discussed thoroughly be- 
tween now and the time of their adoption.

Inthe 
first place the total population of a schoolage 
is some 22,000 more than it was by the census 
of 1880, which means $22,600 more from the 
State school fund, for the St. Louis public 
schools.

10,4 while the foreign white parents are 87,- 
812, which shows, not that the foreign white 
parents have not plenty of children, but that 
all their children are native Americans eli- 
gible to good American educations. Out of the 
149,607 children of school age, however, only 
50, 000 of them to school, as hundreds under 
20 are at work In shops, offices and factories 
and have done with their schooling.

WORRY KILLED HIM 


— 


The Glendale Quarry Co,’s Manager 
‘ Commits Suicide, 


CONTRACTOR WM. CLARK SHATTERS HIS 
HEAD WITH A SHOTGUN. 


He Was So Iil That Three Medical Speoial- 
ists Were Attending Him -— Trouble 
With the Mercantile Club and Other 
Contracts Also Contributed to His 
Despondency. 


At 2 o’clock this morning, Henry Davis, 
who has a private boarding-house at No. 405 
Montrose avenue, was aroused from sleep by 
his wife. She had been wakened by a muffled 
noise coming from the front room in the 
second story, which was occupied by the 
General Manager of the Glendale Quarry Co., 
William Clark. 

**Get up and go up to Mr, Olark’s room,’’ 
said Mrs. Davis. ‘‘I think he’s fallen and 
hurt himself.’” i % 

The landlord got a lamp and went up tothe 
room with naked feet and in his night clothes, 
As he opened the door and stepped inside, 
his feet first touched something wet and then 
went into something else that was clinging 
and clammy, He looked down, startled, and 
saw he was stepping in blood and brains. 
His heart stood still, and his eyes sought the 
bed. Clark lay across it, dead, his head hook- 
ing like a’ bloody caulifower. A _ shot 
gun leaned against the bed, kept 
from falling by the dead man’s legs. The 
landlord dazed for a moment, the lamp 
trembling in his hand, and then he turned 
and ran down-stairs. 

**Clark’s killed himself,’’ said he to his 
wife, and while she aroused the others in the 
house he hurriedly dressed and went to the 
station of the mounted police, on Market 
street. An officer was sent up, and he, with 
the landlord, his son, James Davis and 
Samuel Barron, a boarder, went into the 
room again and examined it. 

DONE WITH DELIBERATION. 

The dead man had made most careful prep- 
aration for. the suicide. His foot aud fore- 
head were hurt a week ago by a fali from an 
Olive street car, and he had been confined to 
his room since. He was fond of hunting and 
kept a fine hammerless shotgun in his room. 
Having determined to kill himself he had got 
out of bed, gone to his bureau drawer, 
taken out @ suit of new woolen under- 
clothing and clean socks and 
putthemon. Then he had lain down across 
bed, with his head toward the door, put the 
muzzle of the gun into his mouth and pulled 
the trigger with his toe. The explosion had 
split his skull into several pieces and blown 
the contents allover the room. Brains were 
scattered about the foorand on the bed and 
wefe sticking to the wall-paper and the door. 
The bed and the clothes of the old man were 
black’and red with the fresh and clotted 
blood, The gun had fallen from the fingers 
when he fired, and it rested in the crotch 
made by hislegs. A plece of his long, yellow 
mustache lay on the floor, only a fragment of 
the ip adhering toit. The yellow hair was 
daubed with the blood and brains, but none 
of it haaj been torn. from the skull, aH of 
which was still held to the swollen and pur- 
ple neck, though it lay on the bed lke a 
smashed and empty cocoanut. 

THE SHOCK OF A CLERK. 

Not one person in the house knew any 
more sleep that night. All of them sat up 
and waited forday. Manager Clark has been 
accustomed, since he was hurt,to send his 
orders to the quarry every ong by his 
bookkeeper, Don Reevis, who would come 
to see him very early. This morning the 

Kkeeper came in as usual without ringing 
the bell, went up. the at a 
bound, whistling, and open 
the door oo the bed - oom. The 
ghastly thing on the bed met his eye before 
the watchers in the room could speak, and 
the shock nearly overcame him. He started 
to sit down, butthe blood everywhere made 
him sick and faint, and. he got out into the 
openair. He went outto the offices on the 
Old Manchester road, stopped the work in 
the stoneyard andinthe stone-sawing mill 
which had just begun, and sen 
word of manager’s death to 
the quarries. Then he dispatched 
Undertader E. P. Christophel and his men 
to the scene to make the body ready for the 
Coroner’s inquest and the burial. 

HOPELESSLY ILL AND WORRIED. 

President Alexander Young of the Glendale 
Co. got home from Chicago this morning and 
was horrified by the news that met him at 
the office, 

**Clark just worried himself into the state 
of mind that made him kill himself,’’ said 
he. ‘‘He was sick and despondent, and he 
talked very gloomily to me when I saw him 
the last time, Thursday. His kidneys were 
affected, and Dr. Bryson was treating him for 
that. He had some trouble with his throat, 
and Dr. Kier was attending to that. Then 
came that accident on the cars, and he had 
Dr. Brokaw looking after that. When I saw 
him he was recovering from that. His eye, 
which had been cut, was well, and he was 
able to wear a epee. But his other ail- 
ments worried him desperately. He told me 
that he couldn’t sleep at 5 and that he 
frequently waked up and lay awake for 
hours, unable to close his eyes. Then his 
business affairs worried him. 

GAVE UP PROFITABLE CONTRACTS. 
He had toturn over the contract for the 
new Mercantile Club-house to Pickel and 
Stamm, because they demanded another kind 
of stone than that they had first chosen. He 
wenttoa good deal of expense to get the 
Wyoming stone they selected first, and the 
yard is now full of it, left there after they de- 
cided to use the Portage stone, 
from ‘Lake Superior. Besides, he had 
to give up all his other contracts when he was 
hurt He surrendered his contract for the 
Davis-Nelson building, the German Lutheran 
Church and the new house E. 8. Rouse is 
building out west. When I saw him he spoke 
ofthese things and I asked him ifit would 
not have been better to hold on tothe stone 
furnishing contracts and surrender only those 
for stone setting, ashe could get out to the 
yard on crutchesand superintend the work 
there. Hesaidthathe thought that he had 
done about the right thing, under all the cir- 
cumstances, in giving up the work entirely. 
I thought he looked troubled then and asked 
ifthere wasanything he wanted to tell me. 
He said there was not.’’ 
ARRANGED HIS BUSINESS FOR DEATH. 

At the quarry offices to-day the stonecutters 
were gathered, discussing the suicide. Two 
of them, Alex McKinzie and John Stounton 
had known the dead manager for years, an 
understood his affairs pretty well. ‘‘He had 
worried himself into insanity,’’ said Stoun- 
ton; *‘‘he was not in his ae ie mind when 
he aq it. Possibly, if he could 
have seen to the end of i his 
affairs he wouldn’t have doneit. ‘*This Mer- 
cantile Club matter worried him a good deal.

THE LAW. 

Sec. 1247 of art.4 (on dramshops) of chap- 
ter 87 (on reventie) of the Revised Ordinances 
of the city of St. Louis: 

No person or copartnership of persons or 
corporation shall in this city, directly 
or indirectly, in person or by another, sell, 
barter or deliver, for or on his or their ac- 
count, any intoxicating liquors in quantities 
less than one gallon without a license first 
obtained therefor, according to the pro- 
visions of this article, as a keeper of a dram- 
shop. 

Sec. 1433 of art. 4 (on dramshops) of chap- 
ter 37 (on revenue) of the Revised Ordinances 
of the city of St. Louis: 

The Collector shall not grant a license to 
any person who has ever been convicted of a 
violation of any of the provisions of this 


article. 
THE EVIDENCE. 
Martin E. Maloney, who keeps a dram- 
shop at Twelfth and Locust streets, was con- 
victed of a violation of sec. 1247, printed 
above, and fined °$300 and costs by Police 
Judge Thomas Morris on Feb. 2, 1892, in the 
First District Polite Court.:: Two days later, 
on Feb. 4, Collector Ziegenhein granted 
Maloney a license, andit was made out by 
Dramshop Deputy. Julius, Wurtzburger, a 
witness, who was befor’ the Grand-jury.

' Abelief that Frank Tesson, the would-be- 
suicide, who now lies atthe City Hospital 
witha bullet in his brain, is the victim of 
suicidal mania rendering him mentally irre- 
sponsible for his actions, is gaining ground 
among students of the strange.case. The 
theory is not scouted by the hospital author- 
ities who have had the best opportunity for 
watching Tesson’s.conduct since he was car- 
ried apparently dyingto that institutiona 
few days ago, but it is left in abeyarice 
with the non-committal statement that 
as yet the man’s condition is 


Tesson, stretched on his cot in Division 5 of 
the City Hospital, is proving himself to be 
either a monomaniac or one ofthe most re- 
markable death-bed actors ever encountered 
in hospital practice. 

This morning Tessan was found to be much 
improved compared with his alarming turn for 
the worse yesterday. His fever had left him, 
his temperature was perceptibly lower and 
his general appearance much better than for 
two days past. The wounded man’s cot 
is placed almost directly under a south 
window of the ward in division 5 where he is 
located, so that it is possible to get a most 
satisfactory view of his face and to make re- 
liable comparisons of his appearance from 
day today. Whena Post-DisPatcnu reporter 
called at the hospital this morning this 
favorable change for the better in Tesson’s 
case was the first report made by the 
authorities, Then the wounded man himself 
was seen. Although free from fever, Tesson 
lay talking to himself in a rambling and in- 
coherent way and. sometimes in a 
whisper. He never says anything that 
would lead to a discovery of the 
secret of how he came by the bullet wound 
in the head, even while carrying on these 
disjointed conversations with himself, and 
as soon as his name is called by anyone he 
instantly ceases talking and appears to fully 
regain consciousness. But it apparently ir- 

bim to be questioned. 
Dr. Marks, this morning, 
*‘what am I doing?’’ 

**Holding up your finger,’’ replied the 
wounded man, quietly. 

**“And now?’ 

**Holdiag out your handkerchief. Don’t 
you think I can see you?’’ 

**Tesson,’’ the reporter asked, ‘‘now that 
you are better, can’t 98 tell how you hap- 
pened to shoot fourself?’’ 

**Haven’t I already said over and over 
again, that I didn’t shoot self?’’ Came the 
angry response. ‘‘Well, say the same 
now.’’ 

‘*Then can’t you tell how you came to be 
shot, and who shot you?’’ 

**]’*ve preaey told you that | was not shot. 
I slipped and fell down and struck my head 
that’s all there is to it.’’ Then Tesson turned 

artly away and muttered something about 

ts being strange -that a mancouldn’t fall 
down without such a fuss being made over it. 
He seems to be utterly oblivious to the fact 
that the powder-stains and blistered skin of 
his forehead, and the ugly bullet wound in 
its center, make his story entirely worthless, 

**Do you think Tesson is a sane man?’’ Dr. 
Marks was asked after the interview. 

**I cannot tell,’’ saidthe hospital superin- 
tendent. ‘‘Thereisno way of determining 
in his present condition.’’ 

**Would you expressan opinion as to his 
sanity or ee a 

**No, I decline to do so.’’ 

Dr, Marks then said that none of Tesson’s 
relatives had yet been heardfrom. There was 
reason to hope now that the man might re- 
cover, although it was a matter beyond doubt 
that the pistol bullet had penetrated to his 
brain, as about a tablespoonful of brain mat- 
ter had already been lost. The total absence 
of any signs of paralysis reduced location of 
the injury to the brain by that means impos.- 


brain injury has been caused by the bullet. 
Probing the wound is too dangerous to be at- 
tempted. 

The police learned to-day that a man an- 
swering Tesson’s description was at Forest 
Park last Tuesday night, and that while he 
was thereasbot was heard. Shortly after-. 
ward the man reappeared with his face 
bl and boarded acar of the Lindell Rail- 
way Vo., going down Chouteau avenue to 
Fourteenth street. On the way he asked the 
conductor of thecar the way to the Lindell 
Hotel, but afterward got off at Poplar street 
and went toward ’"Neill’s Hotel.

FRANKLIN'S ESTATE. 


Philadelphia Heirs Try to Upset the 
Philosopher’s WiiL 

PHILADELPHIA, March 26.—Had the ghost of 
Benjamin Franklin walked into the Supreme 
Court yesterday he would have been witness 
to a passage at arms over his estate.

Speaking of the prospects for. running 
racing the coming season Starter J. F. Cald- 
well, the famous American flag dropper, has 
the following to say, according to a New 
York exchange: 

The outlook for the racing season of 1892 is 
brighter than for years past, and this is due 
toa variety of cogent reasons. In the frst 
place, the class of people who have come into 
the turf world are in themselves an assurance 
of honest dealing and absolute trustworthi- 
ness. I will mention three names only. They 
are the ones that occur to meas I write— 
Frank Ehret, Col. Ruppert and Foxhall 
Keene. While all of them were interested in 
the turf world last year, they had no extensive 


have invested heavily in fine stock, andl 
understand from persons who have seen 
their stables that there never was a finer set 
of horses placed upon the turf. Particularly 
is this said to be the case with the Ehret 
stable of thirty. ° 

As to racing in New Jersey this season,I be- 
lieve there will be no interference with the 
turf men at Long Branch, and a fine season 
can be anticipated there. Itismy opinion 
that those most enthusiastic for racing in Long 
Branch and at Monmouth are the people in 
the immediate vicinities of the tracks. They 
have found out what desolation there is with- 
out the money that crowds can bring intoa 
neighborhood, and they are the ones who are 
most loudly urging the legalizing of racing in 
New Jersey. 

As to the racing at Saratoga this year, where 
I will officiate as starter, the outlook was cer- 
tainly never brighter. The Dwyers have 
entered their horses for allthe big stakes; in 
fact the entries now are larger than ever be- 
fore. This, of course, is largely due to the big 
Stakes hung up and the guarantee system 
adopted by the Saratoga Association. 

There is one other thing I might add—a fact 
which brightens the prospect still more— 
never in the history of the turf have we had 
such aset of promising 2-year-olds as for 
1892.. Ofcourse the late Mr. Belmont must 
get hisdue shareof praise for this, as the 
training methods inaugurated by him are 
largely responsible forit. _—

Of the new comers on the American turf, 
none have received more favorable attention 
than young Frank Ehret, a son of oneof 
New York’s millionaire brewer. This 
young man started out last summer with the 
avowed intention of becoming a famous turf- 
man.

POST-OFFICE SCHEMES. 


Postmaster Harlow Returns From Wash- 
ington With Some New Ideas. 
Postmaster Harlow is back from Washing- 
ton and is fullof schemes to improve the 

Post-office. 

The Postmaster was seen in his office this 
morning, and was just rejoicing over the ac- 
quisition of two new stamp-canceling ma- 
chines. 

*‘We are to get two of the new lighting ma- 
chines,’’ said Maj. Harlow,’’..and I think we 
are doing very well. There were 100 ordered 
for all the first class post-offices, and we get 
two of them. They areavery ingenious de- 


vice and will save an infinite amount of 
work. 

‘‘While the committee was in Washing- 
ton,’’ continued the Postmaster, ‘‘we récom- 
mended a number of bills. One of them I like 
very much is the rural peerery and collection 
system. This looks at first like a very wild 
plan, but itis not. We propose to hire a man 
with a cartor a horse to go to the farm- 
houses and country} placers and make regular 
collections and deliveries. We won’t 

him much—say about $200 a year, and the rest 
he can make up by peddling. We will supp) 
him with stamps and envelopes, and he wi 
be authorized to issue and receive mone 
orders. He can make a good deal on 
route by peddling the ware, stationery, etc., 
as he makes his rounds.’’ 

‘‘Won’t that be putting the postal system 
ae the old hundred year ago style?’’ w 
asked. 

‘*Yes, exactly, but you see when the pres- 
ent system was inaugurated the oid carriers 
were abolished, and the country people have 
grown accustomed to doing without con- 
veniences and do not write; under the new 
arrangement every facility would be offered. 
How many farm houses are there now where 
you can’t finda piece of letter paper, 
ora bottle of ink! There are hundreds, b 
the new system, which woul 
be adopted only where the houses are less 
than a quarter of a mile apart, thousands of 
people would use the post-offices who do not 
do so now. 1 am decidedly in favorof it on my 
theory that what we want to dois to. get 
the mail we can. The more mail we get the 
cheaper we can handle it. 

* **Another bill we have introduced,’’ went 
on the Postmaster, ‘‘is for a , ob- 
tainable at every first-class post-office, and 
redeemable at every P poeth yn yoo so that now, 
instead of inclosing 50 cents’ worth of stamps 
which are all gummed up when they reach 
their destination, you geta postal note at no 
extra cost to yourself and send it instead of 


‘*Isn’t there danger of the notes 
into lecal circulation like car tickets?’’ 

‘*No, because we fix their legal life at three 
months. The te of issue is stam on 
them and they fhust be redeemed within the 
three months’ time. None of these will be 
over a dollar In value, as you can as well 
send d dollar bill asa postal note when you 
reach that sum.’’ 

Maj. Harlow is waiting for a consignment 
of house letter boxes, to be put upon trial in 
the Cabanne district. He feels confident that 
the pian of house to house collection will 
work just as wellas house to house delivery.
